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Dr. Barbara Gusick’s book Death and Dying in the 
Middle Ages, which she co-edited with Edelgard E. DuBruck 
of Marygrove College, was recently published by Peter Lang 
Publishing, Inc., New York (1999). The interdisciplinary 
study, which concentrates upon the late middle ages, has 
been released as Volume 45 in the series Studies in the 
Humanities: Literature, Politics, Society. 

One-third of the book’s contributions 
are European scholars; among scholarly | 
interests represented are medicine, theolo- 
gy, history, literature, art history, philosophy, | 
and popular culture. 

The volume contains an introduction, 
bibliography, and index and is divided into } 
five parts: One: Facts, Testimony, and 
Ritual; Two: Christian Eschatology and 
Thanatology; Three: Miracles, Conver- 
sions, and Transmutations sub specie aeter- | 
nitatis; Four: The Late-Medieval Literature 
on Death: Poetry and Drama; Five: The Art 
of Death: Late-Medieval Iconography. Two articles of 
Gusick’s are included in the volume: “The Ultimate Nothing: 
Death and the End of Work in Late-Medieval English Lyrics” 
and “Death and Resurrection in the Towneley Lazarus.” 

The idea for the volume was conceived at the Third 
International Congress on Fifteenth-Century Studies held in
